descending upon the Spanish and North American 
coast, and plundering and capturing at their will, 
whatever bowty of any considerable value was to be 
acquired, ‘The settlements of the American colo- 
nies, however, wero generally too poor to excite the 
cupidity of the adventurous rovers, and they usually 
landed among them at pieasure—refiting in their 
ports, purchasing for their own neces: ities fur cash, 
and by paying liberal prices, securing the friendship 
of the Col -nists.

‘he power of taking his life. Among the family 
papers now at Gardiner’s Island, is an account of 
the treesures of the great freebooter, deposi'ed upo 
that Island, amounting to seven hundred and thi:ty- 
eight ounces of gold, eight hundred and forty-seven 
of silver, and seventeen of precious stones. This 
catalogue formed but one of some twenty or thirty 
pages of like memoranda. 

The Earl of Bel amont wrote home to England 
for a vessel in which to send Kidd to London, for 
trial. The vessel was designated for the service, | 
and sailed, but put back for repairs, and her voyage 
was never renewed. The freebooter, however, was 
sent home, and,.according to tradition, tried and 
hung at *‘ execution dock,” as the ballad account of 
his life has.it, on the 9th of May, 1701. But after 
ajl, many grave doubts are entertained whether he | 
was in fact executed. The subject of his nautical | 
career of robbing, and the delay of bringing him to 
justice, was debated in the House of Commons, and 
the parties who were concerned in the original part.

The good-natured man 
goes over to Mr. , who receives the small notes, 
for which he gives his check. This is instantly 
presented and paid in the way desired ; but the small 
notes are thus adroitly kept out of the bank, while 
Mr. takes good care to get them once more in 
to circulation.

Whenever a Bank bill comes into their 
possession they immediately carry it to the Bank, 
which issued it, and obtain for it real money. Several 
gentlemen of our acquaintance make such an ex- 
change every day.—They buy a bill with the specie 
they draw from the Bank. Suppose that every indi- 
vidual in favor o* a specie currency in this city were 
to exchange ten dollars every day ; this would draw 
sixty dollars per week from the vaults of the Bank ; 
and ifdone by one hundred persons only, even that 
would put into circulation sir thousand dollars of 
real money every week. We are particularly anxious 
to have a general understanding among the business 
men in this community, that they will, under no cir- 
cumstances pass a strip of paper as money ; but that 
they will, in all cases, draw the specie from the Bank 
vaults, and thus reduce their principlos to practice. 
Let journeymen insist on being paid their wages in 
money, instead of * promises to pay.’
